G.S.R. 463(E),—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules to amend the 
Department of Posts (Postal Assistants and Sorting 
Assistants) Recruitment Rules, 2002, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Department of 
Posts (Postal Assistants and Sorting Assistants) 
Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 2003. 

(2) They shall come into force on tile date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Department <rfPosts (Postal 
Assistants and Sorting Assistants) Recruitment Rules,2002 
against the posts of Postal Assistants and Sorting Assistants 
(in offices other than Foreign Post Organisation), in column 
11, in item (bXa) for the existing entries, the following entries 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(a)(i) 10+2 standard or 12th class pass tf a recognised 
University or Board of School Education or 
Board of Secondary Education with English as 
a compulsory subject (excluding vocational 
streams). 

GO Knowledge of local language of the State 
concerned. The candidate should have studied 
the local language as a subject at least up to 
Matriculation or equivalent level”
